Louis E. ‘Pierson of New 
York Tells of New Busi-° 
ness Methods. 


The Missourt Bankers’ Association, in 
its second day’s session at the Olympic 
Theater Thursday, heard Isaac H. Orr 
discuss the business ethics of automo- 
bile buyers, and listened to a funny 
story and some business advice from 
Louis E. Pierson of New York, ptesident 
of the American Bankers’ Association. 

Orr, who ran a sort of legal question 
bureau for the 900 bankers attending the 
session, said, in reply to questions, that 
the automobile business. had grown 80 
rapidly and to such proportions that the 
banks could not. help. being injured by 
some phases of it. 

As an instance, he cited the man who 
buys an auto, gives his check for it aft- 
er banking hours, tries it, finds. it not 
up to expectations, and in the morning 
stops payment on the check. This puts 
the bank “in bad,” 

Warns Bankers of Aute Buyers. tS 

Although he did not say so in so many 
words, Orr seemed to imply that many 
purchasers of autos had to borrow 
tmioney to pay for them, and he warned 


of securtiy they accepted in such cases. 

“Bankers have to be pretty good law- 
yers,”’ he remarked. “The old idea of 
a banker sitting with a lawyer at his 
elbow is all a mistake.’’ 

He went on. to speak of forgeries 
which should have been detected by 
the bankers victimized by them, but 
were not. One instance was a check 
on which the names of both the drawer 
and the payee were forged, “a double 
compound fracture,’’ he termed it. Yet 
the check was cashed, 

Diseusses Notes. 

Orr. also discussed the position pf the 
iwfidcent purchaser of discounted ‘notes. 
“If you have any such notes? your 
&trong box,’’ he advised. his hearers, 
“yeu had better negotiate them -before 
maturpity,’’ 

President Pierson of the national as- 
association told the first humorous an- 
ecdote of the convention: It was about 
the old. lady who crossed the equator 
for the first time, and. asked the ship's 
captain if it would be possible for ner 
to see the equator. 

“Oh, yes, ma’am,” said the. captain, 
and he handed her a spyglass, and, 
pulling a hair from his own red head, 
held it -tbefore the lens. 

“Do you see that red line, ma’am,” he 
said. ‘“‘That’s the equator.’”’ 

“Oh, yes,” she exclaimed, and look, 

there’s a camel crossing it!’ 
‘The bankers waited to-be»sure Pier- 
gon had reached the end of his story, 
then smiled respectfully, then “saw” the 
joke and began to laugh. It was quite 
a while before they quiet down. 

St. Leuis Is Important, 

Pierson said St. Louis had three 
times been an important place in 
banking history—in 1876, when James 
T. Hohenstein, a bank cashier here, 
organized the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation; in 1896, when the national 
organization, meeting here, condemn- 
ed the “free silver heresy”; and in 
1906, when the association again met 
here. Since that meeting, he said, the 
conventions have been held at sum- 
mer resorts, rather than in cities. 
He spoke of the harm done to bank- 
ing. interests by “brokers who adver- 
tise that they are in a position to fur- 
nish capital for large business proposi- 
tions.” These brokers, he said, often 
become involved and pull banks down 
with. them. | 

“Be on guard,” he said, “on all re- 

ceivables by concerns you don’t know 
as well as you ought to.”

Pierson said the St. Louis banker who 
first conceived the idea of a bankers’ 
organization had taken the idea from 
seeing a women’s convention.

Bandit Who, 
Ebeling, Robbed Missouri 
Pacific, Convicted. 





“Bill” Lowe, train robber, was sen- 
tenced Thursday aftefnoon to 48 years

in the penitentiary, and was fined $3000, 
for robbing the Missouri Pacific .mail . 
at Glencoe Jan. 21. 

It took the jury just half an hour to 
decide that Lowe was 
United States Circuit Judge Dyer fixed 
the maximum punishment at once, with- 
out waiting for a motion for a new 
trial. 

L. C. Dyer, Lowe’s lawyer, and a 
nephew of the Judge, , arose to go 
through the formality of asking for a 
new trial, but burst into laughter, and 
so did Judge Dyer. This later was at- 
tributed to the theory that the proof 
of Lowe's guilt was so conclusive that 
a motion for a new trial was ridicu- 
lous. 

There were seven counts in the in- 
dictment. The first charged Lowe with 
putting the lives of three mail clerks in 
jeopardy when he rebbed:the train, and 
on this he was sentenced to 2 years in 
the penitentiary. The other six counts 
charged that he mutilated six mail bags. 
On each of these he was sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary, and was 
fined $500. 

Dyer said he probably would appeal 
the case. Lowe had nothing to say. 

Amount Stolen Is $500. 

Only the mail sacks were rifled in 
the Missouri Pacific robbery. No effort 
was made to get money from the ex- 
press cars. The amount stolen was 
about $600. 

Thomas Furlong, head of a private 
detective agency, was the first person 
to arouse suspicion against Lowe, He 
arrested Lowe after the Blue Cut train 
robbery near Kansas City, and had kept 
in touch with him since. Furlong was 
in. New York when the Glencoe robbery 
took place, but he hastened at once to 
St. Louis, and told the Postoffice in- 
spectors here that he knew Lowe was 
in town, and that the “job” had the 
earmarks of Lowe's work. 

Inquiry showed that Lowe had rented 
an office in the Granite Building, to sell 
stock in an Alaska mining proposition. 
Watch was sent on the building, and in- 
vestigation was made as to Lowe's as- 
sociates. The arrest of Lowe in the 
Granite Building, and of James Ebeling, 
his “pal,” in Hot Springs, followed. Two 
other men were arrested, but established 
their innocence. 

Lowe's “Pal” Confesses. 

Ebeling confessed, and he was the 
most important witness against Lowe. 
He testified that Lowe had first sug- | 
gested a train robbery to him five years 
ago, but that he refused to help in it; 
and that three years ago the Glencoe 
robbery was planned. That it was not 
carried out was due to the fact that 
Ebeling got “cold feet’ he testified.

HILLSVIEW, Ill, May 19—The St. 
Louis Aero Club’s expedition, arranged 
through the Post-Dispatch, to explore 
the tail of Halley’s comet, while not 
eventtul astronomically, was fraught 
with mundane excitement from the time / 


the St. Louis III sailed away from the 
aero grounds at Newstead and Chou- 
teau avenues at 6:35 p, m. Wednesday 
until its final landing was made at 11:20 
p. m., three miles from .Hillsview, 
Greene County, Ill, 6 miles north of 
St. Louis. 

The members of the party were Prof. 
George O. James of Washington. Uni- 
versity, Pflot John Berry: and myself, 
as a special representative of the Post- 
Dispatch. The basket was lightly 
laden, containing a small basket of 
sandwiches and Prof. James’ instru- 
ments, consisting of an aeroscope, an 
aneroid barometer, a sensitive . ther- 
mometer of the Centigrade Scale, a 
three-foot telescope and a pair of field- 
glasses. 

The launching of the balloon was the 
nearest. perfect of any ascension in St. 
Louls. The aerostat was so neatly bal- 
anced that when it was released it rose 
slowly, inch by inch, ana found its 
equilibrium at 600. feet. Had not ‘Capt. 
Berry been compelled to throw out a 
half bag of sand so as to dodge the 
g -nd stand, I believe we shout have 
made @ local record by gétting equilib-, 
rium at 300 feet. 
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by the bucking balloon and dragged 
80 feet. The landing was on a hill, 
called Ramona Height. 

We had: supper at a farm house, 
and Capt. Berry took about 50 chil- 
dren. on short flights “to see the 
comet.” The balloon was held captive 
by the drag rope, and he went up 
about 150 feet each time. He made six 
miniature ascénsions. 

When we resumed the voyage at 8:4 
p. m., we had to sacrifice all our sand 
except eight bags. Salling over the Rock 
road towards St. Charles, we raced with 
an automobile for a mile and won by a 
nose, the machine turning off to the 
south as if in chagrin. We must have 
been traveling 40’ miles an hour at. this 
time. 

Unknown to Capt. Berry and myself, 
the balloon’ soon changed its course 
from west to north We thought we 
were still sailing: west_for an hour, and 
when Capt. Berry looked for his com- 
pass to verify our sense of direction, he 
could vot find it. We were in some 
alarm, having the feeling of being lost.

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“LOCAL EXPERTS DISAGR 
AS TO PASSING OF COMET 
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When St. Louis awakened Thursday 
and could recall nothing that had hap- 
pened to fortify the conviction in her 
mind that she had been through the 
tail of a comet, she could not help put- 
ting the question to herself with a 
great deal of doubt in her mind, “Did 
it really happen?’ 

Answering the question, the Rev. 
Charlies J. Borgmeyer, professor of as- 
tronomy at St. Louis University, one 
of the most eminent scientists in the 
West, says: 

“No, it didn’t happen. It was just a 
dream. The comet’s tail didn’t brush 
the earth. It was pointed upward and 
the earth passed under it. We didn't 
pass through the tail Wednesday night 
and we are not in the tail now. Neither 
will we get into it. The comet and its 
tail have gone on their way: and the 
earth is going on its way.”’ 


A Matter of Calculation. 
“The comet's tail was curved. Of 


that we aré reasonably certain. Now 
if you picture the comet with a tail 
traveling west on McPherson avenue 
and the earth rolling east on Lindell 
boulevard near where these two streets 
meet you can see how; when they pass 
one another, the comet’s tail would 
brush the earth if it were long enough 
to reach from McPherson avenue to 
Lindell boulevard. But if McPherson 
avenue was raised 20 féet above Lin- 
dell boulevard then the tail of the comet 
extending straight out would not brush 
the earth. ; 

“Tt is entirely a matter of calculation, 
however. Maybe the earth did go 
through the comet’s tail, but I think 
not.”’ 

Father Brennan Uncertain. 

Father Martin 8S. Brennan, who re- 
mained up until 2 a. m. Wednesday 
with a party of friends at his ob- 
servatory on the Carondelet hills 
watching. for the comet, retains his 
faith in the statement of many as- 
tronomers that the earth passed 
the tail. 

‘We didn’t see anything that would 
prove this to be so,’’ said Father Bren- 
nan Thursday, ‘‘but' I have not much 
doubt myseif but that the earth passed 
through the comet’s tail. -It will be dem- 
onstrated one way or another in a few 
days. 

“Nobody expoctint to see the tail, that 
is, nd astronomers did, and the predic- 
tions that perhaps there would be aurora 
or illuminations were not given as cer- 
tainties. lllumination was merely a 
possibility. | 

“Only by calculation did we know that 
we were going to go through, and only 
by calculation will we now be able 
to know whether, we actually did go 
through it, These caluculations will be 
complete in a few days.”’ 

Many Expected an Aurora. . 

There was great disappointment in St. 
Louis over.the absence of any aurora. 
Everywhere all persons who were out of 
doors could be observed gazing from 
time to time and some continuously, at 
the heavens. Many there were who 
sought to see the comet’s tail itself and 
were keenly disappointed that they did 
not get a glimpse of it. 

“T am hoping to hear from the 
other side of the world,” said Father 
Brennan, “that they haev learned 
something new about the comet and 
its ways.

astronomers were able to observe the 
transit of the comet's head acrog the 
sun’s disk. We are on the wrong 
side of the world for observations of 
the transit.” 

The sun spots which Father Brennan 
and the Rev. Irl Hicks observed 
Wednesday afternoon have nothing to 
do with the comet, astronomers say. 

“There were terrible explosions taking 
place on the sun,” said Father Bren: 
nan, “but I do not think they will have 
the least influence on the earth.”’ 

Three separate divisions of these spots 
were observed by Father Brennan and 
the Rev. Mr. Hicks. In one group were 
26 spots, in the second group three spots, 
and the third division consisted of one 
large spot. 

Father Brennan disagrees with Prof. 
Jerome S. Ricard of the Observatory of 
Santa Clara College at San Jose, Cal., 
who says that Halley’s comet may have 
a reactive influence on the sun and be 
the cause of this latest eruption on its 
face. 

Prof, Ricard says that Halley’s comet 
is a formative planet and that the 
sun being susceptible to planetary in- 
fluences, the spots are mors likely due 
to the comet than to any other cause. 
Prof. Ricard also holds that the comet 


is responsible for changes in the weath- | 


er conditions. 

“The sun is not and cannot be in- 
fluenced in the least by the comet,”’ 
says Father Brennan. “The explosions 
on the sun and the passage of the com- 
et are merely coincidences.” 

Father Brennan says there is a shenen 
that the tail of the Gomet will be visible 
in the western sky shortly after sun- 
down Thursday night. Friday night, he 
says, the head of the comet as well as 
the tail may be visible for a short time.

knew we would shoot up 1000 feet and 
then probably fall into the Illinois riv- 
er, which was about a mile away. Berry 
teld me to watch the train, while he, 
with the sand bag in one hand and his 
electric torch in the other, fastened 
his eyes upon the barometer, ready to 
drop the ballast overboard if the ex- 
treme moment came. 

We held our breath for a moment as 
the train slid under us. The drag rope 
missed it by 50 feet, the aneroid told us. 
Capt. Berry heaved a sigh of relief, and 
Prof. James drawled: 

“I'm getting a new thrill every min- 
ute.” 

Beneath us was a big wheatfield, glist- 
ening with dew until we thought at first 
it was a. e. Prof. James reassured 
us by pointing out that there was no re- 
flection of the moon upon the surface. 
So we let the balloon slide gently to the 
earth. 

We bumped along among the wheat 
atalke for a moment, and then Prof, 
James atid I got out, holding to the 
basket to keep the aerostat from leap- 
ing skywards when relieved of our 
weight, It was 11:15 p, m. when the 
basket first touched earth and 11:20 when 
we set foot on the ground. 

With Berry in the basket, Prof. James 





and I pushed the balloon across the 
field, almost wading through the wet 
stalks of wheat, which soon drenched 
ug from head to foot. We came to a 
creek, over which a log was thrown, 
and the scientist and I undertook the 
feat of pushing the balloon across the 
creek, while walking like cats on the 
narrow, slippery bridge. 

After much slipping and sliding and 
many struggles to restrain the lurching 
of the balloon, we arrived again upon 
terra firma. But at that moment the 
basket sprang from our hands, which 
had lost their: hold through fatigue, 
hovered a moment over the creek and 
then plumped down into it. Capt, Berry 
had only a moment to leap into the 
loadring. The basket was submerged 
and everything in it, including Prof. 
James’ instruments, was drenched. 

We waded into the stream and lifted 
the basket from the water. The gas bag 
was not wet and we started again on the 
weary trip of pushing it across fields, 

Waded Over Stream. 

We lost sight of a farm house towards 
which we were steering and went around 
in a semi-circle for three-quarters of a 
mile. Then Prof, James’ sky-lore came 
to our aid and he led us back, by the 
North Star, to our course., 

Soon afterwards we arrived at an 
irigation ditch, 80 feet wide. There 
was no bridge in sight and we saw 
there was nothing to do but to wade 
across. So Prof. James and I, sup- 
porting Berry in the balloon basket, 
forded the stream, which at the cen- 
ter came nearly to our waists.

Looking Back 75 Years. 
Local astronomers say there will be 


nothing in the heavens tonight worth 
sitting up for. To substantiate this 
prediction, the Hourly Helicopter caused 
an examination to be made of the Post- 
Dispatch files of 75 years ago, when 
Halley’s comet last crossed the sun’s 
path. 

From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch of 
May 19, 1910, we take the following: 

Halley’s comet was a frost. (Ar- 
chaic term, meaning not wholly 
agreed to by scholars, but supopsed 
to signify disappointment.) 

Everybody sat up last night to see 
the comet’s tail, and everybody got 
stung. (“Stung” is the 1910 equiva- 
lent of our present term “aero- 
dumped.’’) 

On the roof of the Buckingham 
(fashionable inn of early St. Louis) 
a party of young clubmen sat sing- 
ing: 

“Has anybody here seen Halley, 

H-A-L-L-E-Y, 

Has anybody here seen Halley, 

Or his comet in the sky? 

Its tail is nought but a vacuum; 
As a work of art it is on the bum; 
Has anybody here seen Halley? 

Waiter, bring another rye. 

On the upper deck of the Alton 
(steamboat of ante-channel days) a 
party of visiting bankers watched 
for the expected shooting stars, but 
the lower deck proved to be the only 
place where anything of the sort 
was visible. (This is supposed to be 
a veiled reference to the custom, 
prevailing in those days, of utilizing 
the lower deck of excursion steam- 
boats for the retailing of spirituous 
refreshments. )

There had 
been a great demand for tables at the 
gay places during the week, many re- 
sorts which usually keep fairly early 
hours remaining open till dawn. At 
Maxim's the revelry ran high, Visitors 
toasting each other with the words of 
the Roman gladiators: “Dying, we salute 
you.” 5

dered untold quantities of champagne, 
while all along the boulevards the res- 
taurants were filled with gay crowds 
who made the occasion for a celebration 
similar to the night before Christmas

OPPOSE ROAD’S . PLAN 





Promoters Want to Use 
Condemnation Proceedings 
as Arbitrary Weapon. 





Now that the negotiations for the re- 
moval of the Terminal’s arbitraries have 
temporarily ended in failure, friends of 
the free bridge believe that the Munici- 
pal Assembly should promptly authorize 
the condemnation of land for the east 
railroad approach of the bridge, and 
thus put a new weapon in the hands 
of the city. 

In sharp contrast to the attitude. of 
President Powell of the Southern Rail- 
way, as the representative of the pro- 
prietary lines of the Terminal Associa- 
tion in their conferences with the ship- 
pers and assemblymen, is pointed out 
by the bridge supporters the compliant 
spirit of city officials. 

While President Powell declined to 
compromise with the city as to the per- 
sonnel of the railroads’ committee at 
Wednesday’s conference, ihere was 
pending a proposal that a board of arbi- 
ters be named to fix the value of land 
which will have to be acquired from the 
Southern Railway for the east ap- 
proaches of the bridge. 

This proposition, it is believed at the 
City Hall, was inspired by the Southern 
Railway. It was presented to a special 
committee of the Municipal Assembly 
through the law department and is vow 
under consideration. The plan is to let 
the Southern Railway name one arbiter, 
the city one and these two the third. 

President Gundlach of the Council, 
chairman of the special committee, says 
this scheme would prevent a long de- 
lay in the acquirement of the land, al- 
though it is conceded that there is no 
legal barrier in the way olf condemna- 
tion. YD 

Members .of the United Free Bridge 
Committee contend that arbitration 
would not only be a longer™process 
than condemnation, but would in addi- 
tion bind the city by contract to waive 
its right of eminent domain until the 
friendly negotiations were concluded. 

The Southern has announced that it 
will demand $12,000 an acre for the 7% 
acres the city will need. Besides that 
sum the company will claim $150,000 
damages. This latter claim will be re- 
reduced to $60,000, the Southern has said, 
if the present alignment of the east ap- 
proaches is changed to suit its conven- 
lence. This suggestion is also receiving 
attention from city officials. 

Mayor Kreismann says he will oppose 
any attempt to begin the construction 
of the railroad approach of the free 
bridge until all the money the city 
will require to complete the whole en- 
terprise is in the treasury. 

A bill fixing Nov. 11 as the date of a 
special election, at which the people are 
to vote for or against an additional bond 
issue of $2,500,000 is now pending in the 
House of Delegates. Mayor Kreismann 
and members of the Assembly admit 
that sum may be much in excess of 
the city’s needs, but they say that the 
balance can be returned to municipal 
revenue. 

Advocates of the: bridge, while not in 
a pasition to fight. the bond issue, be- 
lieve that it is an act of hostility to 
the bridge. They believe that the 
amount is purposely made so large that 
the taxpayers will hesitate to vote for 
it. In the event of its failure, friends 
of the bridge say, the answer of the 
city administration would be that the 
people don’t want a railroad bridge 
and only one with wagon approaches 
would be constructed. A wagon bridge 
has always been suggested by friends 
of the Terminal Association as all that 
the city’s traffict demands.

“The House of Representatives is sen- 
sitive of its right to originate revenue 
measures and resents the- delegation of 
this to bodies outside itself. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this ve:.- plan of a tariff 
board was tried in 1882 and failed ut- 
terly. 

“T believe that the work of a tariff 
board should be to collect and to pre- 
sent evidence, not to frame a tariff.” 


Sought Publicity. in 
Corporation Affairs 


N the matters of a corporation tax 
| and publicity, the interview ‘pro- 

_ ceeds: 

“It was proposed in the corporation 
tax bill passed that the returns filed 
should be public records. * * * It now 
appears likely that Congress will pass a 
bill putting upon the President the 
decision as to.just how much publicity 
these returns shall be given. Such a 
decision seems to me to be easy to 
make. 

‘There are three parties having an in- 
terest in such returns—the public, the 
corporation’s stockholders and the gov- 
ernment. I shall hold 
must be open to the proper government 
officials and to the stockholders of the 
corporations. The public will be given 
access to the reports listed in any stock 
exchange, advertised or in any way of- 
fered for general public sale; that is, 
they Will be allowed to see the reports 
of all stocks in which they have a legi- 
timate interest. 

‘An accurate statement of the primary 
facts of a corporation’s business will go 
a great way toward protecting the pub- 
lic from investing in swindling and illi- 
gitimate schemes and will give stock- 
holders a true idea of the condition of 
their investments. The government will 
find these figures of use in many mat- 
ters—in investigating crimes against the 
anti-trust law, for example, or in deter- 
mining the exact profits made by cor+ 
porations demanding aid by tariff pro- 
tection.”

Gardner of 5000 Raymond avenue, his 
cousin, Herbert G. Piper of 1762 Mis- 
souri ayenue, and a friend, George Bonn, 
5087 Maple avenue, were positively identi- 
filed by a number of witnesses as three 
of the members of a party at the 
American Hotel rathskeller between 
midnight and 1 a. m. on the morning of 
the accident.

Bonn and Piper, who denied before 
the grand jury that they were east of 
King’s highway that night, were 
promptly arrested on indictments charg- 
ing perjury.

Then, too, at certain moments one 
heard from this mimic world, of a

jested at himself and all mankind in the 
melancholy mood that is more than half 
merry under tHe surface, and the fan- 
tastic Touchstone brought forth even 
wiser nuggets of philosopic thought from 
his own motley brain. All the sweet 
range of poetic fancy was here, save 
its ultimate note of tragedy—surely the 
Merry Engiand of a better day was 
never made so sheerly incarnate for a 
later seeing as in this zestful play. 

And, of its players, Marlowe was the

Miss Marlowe.as Rosalind is at her 
best in comedy—a shade too buxom 
for a high-born English girl in her 
‘teens, perhaps, yet ‘Rosalind to the 
core in spirit, so femininely audacious 
in her Arden masquerading as to keep 
her tickled audience in gusts of 
laughter at Orlando's tricking. The 
introspective Jacques is Mr. Sothern’s 
own twin-brother, temperamentally, 
and was played with all the keen fi- 
delity of psychic kinship. As Orlando, 
young Mr. Lewis was precisely the 
realization of that role which ‘his 
Mercutio of Monday and his Bassanio 
of Tuesday night: had led us to ex- 
pect—bravely ardent, venturesome in 
early manhood’s emprise of love or 
war, modest, yet holding himself in 
good esteem, gallant of port, with all 
the glow of youth in his being In 
}elose measuring with the triumph of 
the two stars themselves stood that 
of his achieving, and it was a joy to 
hear the special applause that greeted 
him in the curtain calls of the three’s 
answering.

The waiting may be 
either to discover whether the pitcher 
is likely to become wild, or to wear him 
out. Each batter then, instead of hit-| 
ting, tries to make the pitcher throw as 
many balls as possible.
